Last year a 
two-thirds majority would have been 
required to declare China re-cligible 
before she could be elected, sirce it 
‘was less than three years after she 
‘was last on the. Council. Tr is ex- 
pected that China will got Persia's 
‘seat unanimously. If, at the end 
‘of her three years’ term, she has 
consolidated her domestic and in- 
ternational position sufficiently well 
to persuade two thirds of the mem- 
bers of the League to vote for her 
re-cligibility, then she will be quali- 
fied for a further three years, In

In all about 97,000 Manchurian 
troops have been brought into the 
‘area under the immediate jurisdic- 
tion of Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, 
vice commander-in-chief of the 
armed forves of the Chinese Na- 
Hlonal Government at ‘Nanking. 
‘There are now about 89,000 troops 
in this region under command of 
‘Marshal Chang and it is believed 
that the erack Manchurian forces 
have been brought down as a de- 
anonstration to discourage disatfect-| 
ed military commanders. who have! 
been reported go be plotting: against 
General Chiang Kai-shek, the chair. 
man of the Nanking Government. 

Before noon yesterday more than 
5,000 Mukden troops passed. through| 
‘Tientsin, In addition, the Tientsia| 
fore has been supplemented  by| 
threo infantry regiments, two 
artllory regiments: and a eompany 
of sappers, 

The 10th regiment Is to be sta- 
tioned, at Nanyuan on the outskirts 
‘of Peking while the 20th regiment 
‘will remain in Tientsin. Yesterday 
troops well equipped with motor 
transport units moved between Pe- 
king and Tientsin and on the route| 
to Stukden, 

No official explanation for the 
presence of large numbers of Man- 
‘churian troops inside the Great Wall! 
has yet been advanced but it is 
seenerally believed that concern over 
the attitude of several generals and 
the possibility of military action 
‘against the controlling authotities 
resulted in, the decision to show 
force on a large scale. 

In view of the illness of Marshal 
Chang according to unconfirmed re- 
ports in the vernacular newspapers, |

Deliberations in Nanking 
‘Nanking, June 15. 

‘The fifth Plenary Session of the 
Central Executive Committee of the 
Kuomintang came to a close at 9.20 
this morning. 

At the final Session it was de- 
cided to issue a statement. addres 
ed to the people of the country an- 
nouncing the determination of the 
Government, to wipe out the Com- 
munists and bandits, 

Mr, Wu Tzu-hui, delivered the 
principal address at the closing of 
the ceremony, “He stated that many 
of the faithful leaders of the Party 
had reeently been. influenced by 
reactionary elements and had joie 
‘ed the Canton rebellion, Hé ‘said 
this was very regrettable but the 
National Government would not 
issue any punitive mandate against 
Canton, but on the contrary, would 
exert every effort to suppress Com. 
miunism, for with the complete a 
pression of the Communists, ic be 
Hieved the reactionary movement 
‘would die a natural death, 

Seventy-two members of the Car- 
ton Government have been numed 
individually to the National Govern: 
ment, It is considered probable 
thay orders for the arrest. of those 
who are not members of the Kuo 
mintang will be issued shortly, 
‘Those who are members of the 
Party will have their names re- 
ferred to the Central Control Com- 
mites and the latter will take dis 
ciplinary action, 

It is learned that thers will be 
no important changes in the per- 
sonnel of the Government. General 
Chiang Kai-shek, President of the

Economic Mission, many ex- 
tracts from which ‘have already 
been published, it is possible to 
cure a full appreciation of the 
admirable work its members 
have done in tackling difficult. 
and elusive problems. And when 
the descriptions of trade condi- 
tions contained in the report and 
the conclusions reached are 
given consideration, there is 
certain to be regret that such a 
Mission was not sent to the Fax 
East many years ago. There is 
the significant fact that the 
volume of British exports to 
China in 1929 was of practically 
the same sterling value as those 
of.1913, and in the intervening 
period it must have been obvious 
to the authorities at Home that. 
British trade was not expanding 
in proportion to that of other, 
countries doing business with 
China. Until now, however, no 
comprehensive investigation hag 
been set on foot to find the 
‘causes and remedies, and this is 
hardly a satisfactory state of 
affairs. Of course ‘it would be 
unfair to blame altogether the 
various governments which have 
been in office in Britain during 
these years, for there was the 
pre-occupation of the War and 
thereafter the tremendous  pro= 
blems of re-construction follow= 
ing. As early, however, as 1918 
a note of warning hod been 
sounded in the columns of the 
‘North-China Daily News” by 2 
local engineer, subsequent to 
which articles ’ were published 
showing the far-sighted and 
painstaking methods of German 
manufacturers, then the severest 
competitors of British firms. 
Local representatives of English 
firms had also drawn attention 
to the dangers threatening theitt 
special branches of trade until 
they became tired of doing 80, 
as in too many- cases thelr 
suggestions were ignored. One 
can see that a" very different 
tate of affairs might have 
prevailed had such recommenda 
tions been backed by a Mission 
such as Sir Ernest Thompson's 
whose views will certainly carry 
authority at Home. The great 
hope now is that practical offect 
will be given to the Mission's 
representations and equally to 
the suggestions which Shanghai 
representatives have made for 
the betterment of the British 
import trade, ul 

‘Some ten years ago an Ameri~ 
can Trade” Commissioner was 
asked to ascertain why _ there 
was such a vogue for British 
biscuits in Constantinople and 
to learn the methods of market~ 
ing and “pushing” 
cular, article, An 
trade report gave details of the 
matter, and the Commissioner in 
‘question was terse in his com- 
ments. In effect he said that 
there were no marketing methods 
—that the biscuits simply sold 
themselves. It is apposite to 
refer to this case to-day because 
of the long established beliet 
at Home that British goods can 

wariably do so, a theory much 
cherished in the’ past but which 
has not found much acceptance 
among the hard-hit representa- 
tives in markets such as these in 
the Far East. As a matter of 
fact the Economic Mission does 
away with the suggestion that 
local merchants are under any: 
illusion that British goods ean 
sell themselves, and it is pointed 
out that in distribution methods 
there is little to choose between 
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the British and Japanese practice 
where textiles are concerned. It 





is satisfactory to have this 
‘opinion, as from their first 
invasion of the market the 


Japanese have given the most 
assiduous attention to building 
up this important branch of 
their export trade. The crux of

It may be hoped that this para- 
sraph will have its due effect at 
Home where only too recently 
there was the refusal of Lan-| 
cashire workers to tend a greater 
number of looms with the okject 
of reducing costs in an attempt 
to help trade. ‘That is only one 
instance where the authoritative 
voice of the Mission may be 
heard ta advantage, but it must 
not be taken from this that it is 
not suggestad here that sacri- 
Aices should come only from this 
class. 


The Mission has made recom- 
mendations for important con- 
ferences between interests at 
Home to mect the situation it 
has found here, and not the least 
important of these is the further

uttention is called to the advance 
in British trade in China under 
‘the general heading of "‘chemi- 
cals.” ‘This has been one of the 
most progressive of British in| 
ports and realizing that it is in 
the hands of a great corporation 
with vast financial resources the 
idea must maturally occur that| 
similar schemes in other direc-| 
tions will tend towards success. 
In a great many lines, however, 
it Is not easy to suggest how 
such a state of affairs could be 
brought about, ag has already 
been, emphasized in a previous| 
article in these columns, The 
test, running through the Mis- 
sion’s report is that China is a 
“price” market, and is likely to 
be so for a considerable t:me, 
and that fact cannot be ignored, 
How far finance can be brought 
in as an adjunct to trade in the 
circumstances calls for every 
bit as much deliberation as any 
other factor. China, both from! 
the domestic and foreign point 
of view, has suffered from rash 
finaneing of unprofitable busi-_ 
ness in the past, and it may be 
hoped that the bankrupteies of 
‘other years will not be repeated 
as a result of similar experi- 
ments in the future. Where 
however, financial interests can 
back an industry capable of pro-| 
ducing goods on a competitive 
basis with othor counivies in 
ordey to supply a people who by’ 
force of circumstances can only 
buy these cheaper goods, the 
wealth of experience acquired by’ 
British merchants and bankers| 
in the past should prove of, 
inestimable value in assessing 
‘the risks and avoiding the pit- 
falls which have proved so 
disastrous in the past. There is 
need for closer liaison between 
here and at Home. While the 
Mission was in China attention 
was drawn in the “North-China 
Daily News” to the necessity for 
a much larger staff under the 
control of the Commereial Coun- 
sellor, and it is gratifying to 
learn ‘that this view is endorsed. 
That, as a first step, and further 
visits to China would certainly 
help to keep the different in- 
terests in intimate toueh with 
the facts of the case.

M. Briand is 
still at the Quai D'Orsay and the 
apparent set-back which the|

struction, Whatever doubts may| 
Ihave been created by the cir-

Tribunal, even if the new 
President of France, himself no 
enemy of peace, will assume 
office next Saturday by virtue of 
the strong support of the Right 
elements in French politics. In 
England the conviction that the 
world problem of economic 
stress must be studied with dis-| 
regard of political prejudices 
has steadily gained ground. In 
France the same feeling would 
find a firm footing, provided 
certain fears could be allayed. 
It should not be beyond the po- 
wer of the statesmen, who have 





























now had a first-hand glimpse 
into British minds, to devise the 
necessary sedatives. For, in 
many respects, the barriers 


created by the War Treaties 
have been broken down. ‘The 
nations of Europe and, in no 
small measure, the ‘nations 
across the Atlantic are faced| 
with a crisis which can be met! 
tisfactorily only by a common 
policy framed by consent and| 
carried into effect on the bi 
of international cooperation. 
Proposals have been tentativ 
ly mentioned. To-day there is 
talk of a moratorium. It is 
designed probably to meet the| 
view that the cancellation. of| 
debts is unthinkable. The Ge 
man Government have just made 
a remarkable gesture and ac-| 
companied it with a dignified 
repudiation of the idea that] 
Germany intends to evade or to| 
ask to default from her liabili- 
Uies. ‘This accords with the 
solemn British statement that] 
the discharge of the American 
War Debt is an_ uneseapable 
moral obligation. British, states-| 
men may have come to the con- 
clusion that the funding of the 
debt was effected on lines less 
advantageous to their country! 
than might have been arranged 
had there been less precipitancy 
in returning to a gold standard. 
They will not admit that this 
would justify any argument for 
the variation of the agreement, 
in the sense of reducing the 
obligation in sum. This does 
not preclude consideration of a 
proposal for a moratorium, 
although, it will be granted, 
that should be regarded as a 
last resort. To those who are| 
troubled by the plight of the| 
‘er exchanges it will be clear 
that the crisis which Europe is| 
now facing includes their special 
problem. ‘The price of silver is| 
the symptom of the disea 
which it is imperative that 
statesmen should tackle if the 
spectre of world-insolvency is 
to be laid. 


The fear of Bolshevism is 
present to many minds in Europe 
to-day—not because of aay 
stupid belief in that crazy creed, 
but simply because, with nations 
as with individuals, the psy-| 
chological effect of crushing! 
debt is the same. The man who,| 
in spite of all his economies, his| 
retrenchments, his energies in| 
working, sees himself still faced 
by debt which appears to be not’ 
merely beyond his capacity. to 
pay but definitely condemning 
him to servitude, is apt to. be- 





















































come desperate. Desperation 
leads to crime. With nations it 

















leads to the eager snatching of| 
aay specious nostrum which, to 
all appearances, will abolish the| 
load of debt, although it | may| 
eventually create other loads far} 
more oppressive. This process 
is at work in many parts of| 
China to-day: as is well-known. 
Tt can insidiously find scope in 
countries, better organized and| 
structed. Who, studying  the| 
meaning of the Spanish revolu-| 
n, of the remarkable rise of| 
Hitlerism in Germany, of the| 
ascendancy of Fascism in Italy| 
can be blind to the fact that| 
fears of this kind are active in 
Europe? The spectacle of 
world which has produced far 
more than it can consume and| 
yet cannot find a means to| 
adjust production accordingly is 
now presented. It portrays, for] 
‘a single glance, the secret of the| 
ills which are variously describ- 
ed as “dead markets,” “low ex- 
‘bad trade,’ “scaccity 
Even Bolshevism itself! 
a symptom. It could not gain 
an inch of ground in a com. 
munity free from unemployment, 
from economic strain, or from 
depletion of its resources. It is| 
easy to impute blame for the 
slowness with which democratic] 
governments can address them-| 
selves to this issue, fortified 
as they must be ‘by many 
counsels of perfection. It is} 
just as easy to invoke the spirit] 
of genial optimism and point out| 
that there has been @ world| 
cataclysm and that the return| 
to normality must necessarily’ 
involve an arduous and bitter 
struggle up the hill of di 
illusionment. More profitable is 
it to consider whether the com. 
bined efforts of the nations’ 
leaders can find the 
d find it quickly. 
‘that the problem must be tackled 
in unison. For that reason the 
strained suggestion that Ger- 
in and British statesmen have 
agreed upon a general line for 
adoption in concert with other| 
nations is welcome. If it be| 
remembered that nations cannot| 
be saddled for all time with the 
ethical obligations or delinquen-| 
cles of their forefathers, the task| 
of ensuring the liquidation of| 
their financial debts, incurred 
though they may be by reason of| 
those delinquencies, will be 
ensier. That moral is being] 
pressed home to the British 
People; it will not fail to win 
recognition among equally prac-|

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JAPAN ROCKED BY 
SEVERE SHOCKS 


Considerable Damage Feared 
in Hakone Region 


Tokyo, June 11. 


Earthquake shocks described by 
the Central Meteorological Observ- 
latory as of “considerable intensity” 
rocked Tokyo, Yokohama, the 
Hakone Mountains and Izu ‘Penin- 
‘sula. this afternoon, 

‘The first, shock was felt at 3.16 
‘Tremors continued inter- 
mittently for half an hour. ‘The 
Javea hardest hit was largely the 
[same as that devastated by the great 
"quake last fall in which upwards 
of 150 persons were killed and 

jured. 


Tt was the second series of earth 
tremors which has rocked the 
Kwanto district (Tokyo-Yokohama) 
‘within a week, 

Seismologists said the epicencre 
lof the ‘quake was in Sagami Bay, 
‘the centre of the great earthquake 
fof September 1, 1923, which eaused. 
the death of ‘more "than 150,000 
[persons in Tokyo and Yokohama, If 
this estimate of the centre was 
correct it was within 60 miles of 
Tokyo. 

First reports did not mention any 
Jeasualties but indicated property 
damage may be considerable, It 
fwas feared land slides may block 
Some of the mountain roads in the 
Hakone region. 

In Tokyo buildings swayed, clocks 
stopped, and many people were 
frightened. ‘There was no extensive 
damage, however—United Press. 

Seismologists described the tremors 
‘as horizontal and said they were 

wrably stronger than those 
registered earlier in the week. 
‘Thousands of people rushed from 
houses and buildings when the first 
[strong shock came shortly after & 
‘o'clock this afternoon, 
Police reported some walls, water 
pipes, ete, were cracked and that 
some’ telephone poles fell 
Reports up to 5 o'clock this after- 
‘noon did not indicate. extensive 
damage in the Tzu Peninsula and 
in Hakone, the districts whieh likely 
were hardest hit because of their 
proximity to the epicentre of the 
Fquake. 

‘The great Tanna railway tunnel 
between Atami and Mishima, near 
‘the contre of. the ‘quake, was not 
Jdamaged preliminary reports to. the 
ministry of railways indicated. [t 
‘was at first feared that a section of 
he tunnel” had "eollapeed.—United

It says that if-the Netherlands 
Government is prepared to carry out the plan, producers will get in touch 
with the Rubber Growers Association and that co-operation-from English 
producers can be expected.”
